Dual - Purpose Cattle 
At Winter Fair 


Red Poll dual-purpose cattle will 
be shown for the first time this year 
at the Royal Agricultural Winter 
Fair, which takes place Nov, 13-21, 

The Red Poll breed, ‘which orig- 
inated in Endland, was given recog- 
nition at the spring meeting of the 
Royal's beef cattle committee when 
it was agreed to set up a class for 
them in which prize money will to~ 
tal $900. 

At least 50 Red Polls will be 
shown at this year’s fair. Most of 
the entries will come from the west- 
ern provinces and Ontario, 

The Red Poll, a breed similar 
to the Dual-purpose Shorthorn, has 
become more popular in this coun- 
try, particularly in Western Canada, 
since the end of the war. 

Like the Dual-purpose Shorthorn, 
the Red Poll is bred for both beet 
and milk production.

A herd of wood buffalo was lo- 
cated in the Northwest Territories, 
and Canada set aside 17,000 square 
miles of country 300 miles /north 
of Edmonton for the buffalo.

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Red Scientist Says 
World Warming Up 


A dispatch from Moscow spreads 
the news that Soviet astrophysicists 
have accepted the 
Dr. Otto Yullievich  Schmidth, 
famous Russian Arctic explorer, 
that the world is warming up. The 
theory is said to have originated 
with Schmidt and is hailed as “a 
great advance of history, showing 
that Soviet science is ahead of the 
science of countries in 
feld.” i 

Dr. Sehmidt is a man of parts, a 
- good mathematician and an explorer 
whose feats in the Arctic regions 
are unique. But he is not the first 
to maintain that the world is grow- 
ing warmer. Nor ig Soviet climato- 
logy ahead of climatology in all 
other countries. The evidence that 
the world is warming up has been 
piling up for decades, and the met- 
eorologists of the West have not 
tenored it, 

A thousand years ago Greenland 
was a flourishing Norse colony with 
a population of about 10,000. By 
1500 few .farmsteads were left. 
Whether or not a change of climate 
drove the colonists away nobody 
knows, That the climate of Green- 
land did change is certain. Tree 
roots that forced their way through 
bones in cemeteries tell the story. 

Back in 1830 the mean annual 
temperature of Philadelphia was 52 
degrees F.; a century later it was 
56 degrees. Similar increases in 
temperature are reported in the 
meteorological records of Montreal, 
Spitzbergen, the  Britist’ Isles, 
Washington, D.C., and other places, 

The biggest changes in temper- 
ature and precipitation have been 
noted in the Arctic, sub-Arctic and 
temperate -zones..In Siberia, frozen 
ground is gradually receding toward 
the pole. Fish once unknown in 
cold waters are now caught as far 

north at Latitude 73 degrees. 

' There are many explanations of 
these climatic changes. Cycles of 
mountain-building and degradation, 
variations in the eccentricity of the 
earth's orbit or the obliquity of the 
ecliptic, minor changes in the diss

The paper was entitled “Vegeta- 
tion and Frozen Soils.” Briefly sum- 
med up its findings were that all 
soils don’t form the same kind of 
ice when they freeze; soils rich 
in organic matter form porous, 
honeycomb ice that soaks up run- 
off water and prevents erosion; and 
that wornout, hard soils freeze 
into rock-like ice that penetrates 
deeper and thaws later in the 
spring. 

. . * * 

Practical applications of this soil- 
ice study are important and far- 
reaching. The facts turned up may 
even throw light on the origin of 
spring floods that cause vast loss- 
es to farmers every year. Such 
floods may be controlled if some 
way can be found to govern the 
type of ice that forms on farmers’ 
fields. 

Many frozen soil investigations 
were made in New England during 
the winter of 1946 by Lassen and 
a colleague. The impervious, con- 
crete type of ice was found in fields 
that had been cultivated and were 
low in organic matter. Spongy 
ice was found in méadows and 
fields: which had a higher humus 
content.

Traditional opinions regarding 
frozen soil are being proved false 
by these studies. It is not true that 
all. frozen soil will not soak up 
water or that all soils freeze or 
thaw at the same time. Fertile 
fields and woodlands may be free 
of ice at the same time that poor 
land is frozen solid and is repelling 
flood waters.

He Didn’t Want People

The morning the poet Swinburne 
ded, at 10 a.m. on April 10th, 1909, 
I made a p'Igrimage across Wim- 
bledon Common to the Rose and 
Crown where the great man used 
to take his celebrated morning 
glass of beer.

Coventry Patmore, James Thomp- 
son and Edward Fitzgerald, 

The critics were for the most 
part horrified at the naked sensu- 
ality of his imagery, muttering in 
their beards about police interven- 
tion. But the wsthetes of Chelsea, 
the intellectuals of Bloomsbury, 
and the uppercrust intelligentsia of 
St. John’s Wood and Hampstead 
took him instantly to ther hearts, 

Indiscreet Letters, ° 

Swinburne's looks as a young 
man greatly enchanted his legend 
as a “second Shelley,” for he yas 
small and slight, quick and nervous. 
White-skinned, green-eyed, his spa- 
cious forehead was surmounted by 
long, silky, bright red hair, the 
colour scheme being filled by a pret- 
ty poeti¢ moustache and toy-like 
wisp of beard, He likewise dressed 
for the part in floppy bows, velve- 
teen jackets, and so forth. 

He. was traditionally the unfet- 
tered genius, too, in his contempt 
for conventional morality, He was 
not merely indifferent to unpopular- 
ity, but went looking for it. 
He was a confirmed dipsomaniac, 
frequently an invalid through his 
innuendo, by infer- 
ence, by his known intimacy with 
those two drug addicts, Baudelaire 
and Dante Gabriel Rossetti, he was

\ll this publicity was, of 
course, most. distressing to Swin- 
burne's devoted parents. Time and 
agan they paid off their wayward 
son’s debts and nursed him back to 
health after prolonged bouts of dis- 
sipation, They eveh, out-of affec- 
tion, kept him short of money—the 
only effective method of curtailing 
his profligacy. 

The steadying influence they had 
so long hoped for on his behalf 
arrived in 1879, when Swinburne 
was forty-two and was intr@tluced 
to a Huntingdonshire solicitor and 
hanger-on to the skirts of the arts 
named Theadore . Watts, (later 
Watts-Dunton) a man five years 
Swinburne’s senior, 


To Watts, the provincial bour- 
geois, Swinburne’s upper-class ori- 
gin was alone a matter for: rever« 
ence, apart from his literary ach- 
jevements. But the advantages 
were by no means on one side, 
Watts was reliable and respectable; 
Swinburne irresponsible and dsre- 
putable. Watts was a professional 
man of affairs; Swinburne. barren 
of the foggiest idea of business: 


A solicitor-friend was invaluable 
also when, upon the death of Ros- 
setti, Fanny Schott, the deceased’s 
last mistress, found among his ef- 
fects correspondence from Swin- 
burne so blatantly indecent that she 
considered the writer might prefer 
to pay a large sum sooner than let 


his mdiscretions fail into the nange 
of the police or Press. ‘ 

In many ways Watt. was the 
ideal companion and guardian of 
Swinburne. By the sale of the ad- 
miral's library, Lady Jane was able 
to contribute £1,000 towards the 
setting up of a joint establishment, 
The Pines, a commonplace villa at 
the foot of Putney Hill. There, for 
the thirty years that elapsed’ be- 
for his death, Swinburne remained 
in not unwilling subjection to his 
mentor. 

..., A Friend Indeed 

By this time drugs were unob- 
tainable, and drink only sparmgly 
during his invariable two hours’ 
ramble over Putney and Wimble- 
don Commons, In time Watts. even 
trained him to be clean and tidy, 
pos tively calm, instead of an hys- 
terical, dishevelled, ink-stained Bo+ 
hemian with St. Vitus’s dance, hous- 
ed in a pig-sty of unsorted manu- 
scripts. 

Much time was devoted to the 
study of Shakespeare and the other 
Elizabethan dramatists, and apart 
from his three learned volumes on 
this subject Swinburne issued from 
Putney a numeber of poetic trage- 
dies of his own, numerous volumes. 
of verse and a novel, 

But for Watts drink and drugs 
would undoubtedly ‘have brought 
the weakling to an early grave; 
the kind of wild marriage he in 
his needless, giddy, impractical way 
would have contracted might well 
have landed him in far worse places 
than The Pines. Latterly very deaf, 
he lived more in exile than ever, 
But to the very last the sight of 
a little child would wrinkle his face 
in smiled, especially if it were a 
new-born infant; for about these 
mites he was always ready to rhap- 
sodize with the same exaltation 
which had at one time fired him 
when he wrote of the sea. 

He. died at Putney of pneumon- 
ia, the result of walking on the 
common in e rain without an 
an overcoat, and was buried in, the 
Isle of Wight, among the tombs of 
his ancestors, within sound of his 
well-beloved sea.

Left-handed people have _ good 
reason for feeling superior when 
compared with their clumsier right- 
handed brothers. That is the verdict 
of a team of psychologists at the 
University of Wisconsin, who have 
been éngaged in making a thorough 
investigation “into the age-old pro- 
blem of left atid fight-handedness. 
During the experiments ft was 
found that left-handed persons were 
superior to right-handed in at least 
two different ways, 
These were: “Speed at moving 
the hands either of them) from one 
place to another while performing 
task; and speed at turning small 
control panel knobs.” 


It was found that left-handers 
were able to move their left hand 
from one spot to another with a 
good deal more speed than their 
right hand, whereas right-handed 
people moved both hands at ap- 
uroximately the same speed, 

It was learned, that left- 
handed persons are much more 
likely to become ambidextrous (able 


too,

A mouse-like creature so small 
that it can be held in a closed fist 
has been making naturalists whistle 
with amazement.

Some amazing answers to this 
question have turned up at the 
University of Wisconsin, one. of 
two centers where the so-called 


flash-training of artists, journalists, 
phetographers and others who lean 
heavily upon visual perception in 
their work is studied, One answer 
is: “More than you think—if you 
have the proper training.” 

Flash-training grew out of sil- 
houette-training in aircraft identifi- 
cation during the last war. The eye 
is trained to see quickly everything 
that lies in the visual field. 

Students volunteer for the train- 
ing. The stand in the dark before 
easels. on which huge sheets of 
drawing paper are fastened and 
draw images flashed on a screen 
for one-tenth of a second.. Each 
class-hour some twenty such images 
—usually abstract— are drawn. 
During the entire course the stu- 
“dents spend twenty hours drawing 
what they have seen in’ forty 
seconds. . 

Jecause the drawings are done 
in the dark, no great accuracy in 
detail ig demanded. The students 
‘are expected to coordinate hand and 
eye and to train the ¢ye to see as 
much as it can in the short time 
available. Visual sensitivity is in- 
creased. Students learn to realize 
what is going on in the periphery 
of vision. The artist's awareness of 
differences in shapes and brightness, 
and the photographer's sense of 
balanced composition are heighten- 
ed. The evidence is strong that for 
some aspects of vision—position, 
brightness, differences, color, 
depth and etnergence of an image 
from the background—the training 
improves visual acuity 400 per cent 
or more.

How To Judge 
A Good Cigar 


Havana cigars are 


undoubtedly 
the world’s finest. They come from 
a small part of the island of Cuba 
where the soil is such that nowhere 
else on the earth's surface can 
leaves of so high a quality be cul- 
tivated 

The seeds of Havana crops have 
been planted in soils of other coun- 
tries, notably Sumatra and Borneo. 

‘But tobacco has a strange prop- 
erty. When it is planted in a new 
country it invariably grows up ex- 
actly similar to the surrounding 
native tobacco plants. 

There are many tests for a good 
cigar—most of them dubbed use- 
less by the trade. It is quite com- 
nion to see a customer hold a cigar 
to his’ ear and pinch it. If this 
produces -a loud crackle he smiles 
with satisfaction, believing it to be 
in excellent condition. 

Experts say that the crackle 
proves only that the cigar is dry. 

The “wrapper” of a cigar ie the 
outside leaf, and many smokers 
think that if this is rich-and glossy- 
looking the cigar must be a good 
one. But this alluring appearance 
can be given to the most inferior 
tobacco by stretching and damping 
during manufacturing. 

Cigars marked with emall light- 
colored spote are fayored by other 
smokers who suppose that these 
spots have been made by insects 
which, living on the tobacco, know 
a good- leaf when they se@ one, 

An expert will tell them that the 
small marks are really the result 
of simultaneous action of rain and 
sun on the leaf and that they prove 
nothing 

There is only one infallible test 


of a good cigar and that is to smoke © 


it, A good weed must burn slowly 
wid evenly. The cigar that smoul- 
ders up one side is inferior,

Jay-walkers in Manhattan soon 
learn to mend their ways. Caught 
disobeying a traffic light or ambl- 
ing carelessly in the road, they 
are given the choice between being 
charged in court or going to a 
Pedestrian’ Safety School. 

Caught in the Act 

A dose of his own medicine is 
often the surest way of making an 
offender behave himself in future. 
Mario Scelba, Italy's Minister of 
the Interior, decided on an uncon- 
ventional but effective way of deal- 
ing with Communists. 

They had been making a nuisance 
of themselves by slapping red paint 
on the walls and writing slogans 
telling an American diplomat, who 
had some connection with military 
aid, to go home. 

Scelba merely issued an order 
that all men caught in the act of 
daubing buddings should be smear- 
ed with their own paint, A broad 
stripe, running from the crown of 
the head to the tops of the trou- 
sers. world be their distinguishing 
mark. The wall-painting soon stop- 
ed. 

But perhaps the most appropri- 
ate punishment of all was that 
meted out by a Miami court to an 
18-year-old youth. Found guilty 
of theft, he was sentenced to at- 
tend a-particular church every Sun- 
day for the next five years. 

The officiating minister was the 
very man he had robbed—his own 
father.

They collect a large quantity of 
leaves, smear them with a sort of 
sticky bird-lime, and strew them at 
& spot, usually on a river bank, 
which they know will be visited by 
their quarry. 
The tiger duly appears, pads 
te to the river bank, and treads 
upon one of the sticky leaves. He 
stops, raises his paw, noses at the 
leaf and effectively covers his nos¢ 
and mouth with the glue. 

This makes him so uncomfortable 
that he begins to roll angrily on the 
ground, covering his body with the 
other sticky leaves. Soon they cling 
to him so thickly that the tiger is 
almost unrecognisable and utterly 
incapable of defending himseif. 

Two of the natives will stroll up 
to him, demonstrate how brave they 
‘are by pulling his tail, then shoot 
him through the head. 

Guns are not always used by, the 
mative hunters. Tigers are some- 
times dispatched with a primitive- 
looking bow and arrow, The bow, 
about hve feet long, is fixed by the 
middle to a couple of stakes, and 
placed so as to allow the arrow a 
free passage in a horizontal direc- 

fter the bowstring has been

A strong line, some twenty or 
thirty yards long, is attached to the 
lower end of the wedge, strerched 
tightly across the ground, and the 
arrow carefully fixed in its place.

‘Chance-Takers’ ‘Cost 
Public Too Much 


Hunting for missing aircraft in 
Northern Canada costs the tax- 
payers of this country millions of 
dollars each year in direct expenses, 
and a much larger amount for wear 
and tear on rescue crait. In addition 
there are risks to the personnel in- 
yolved, 

The cause of humanity must and 
will willingly be served. The official 
record of our air rescue service 
shows that seven out Of eight cases 
come under the heading. of rescue 
from the reasonable perils of illuess 
and travel on the coast and on the 
wilderness frontier but in terms of 
flying “hours one out of every three 
is speht on other cases. And these 
make a dubious claim to vas! ex- 
penditure of public funds. 

These are the cases where people 
fly off into the wilderness ill-pro- 
tected against its hazards or with- 
out lodging with authorities specific 
flight plans or then deviating from 


‘those plans. 


(A flight plan reports specific 
altitude, speed and direction to be 
travelled to what destination and if 
followed, air offigials at point of 


departure will know where the craft 
is at any given time it is in the air.) 

‘There has been an_ increasing 
number of such air-rescue jobs 
which suggests the time is at hand 
when there should be some publie 
control over the actions (or less 
public concern with the fate) of 
people whe unwisely pit their brains 
and their strength against the 
micht of the wilderness.

planes have been diverted from 
their regular duties hunting the 
*reckless. 

For about a month, a big air

How To Protect 
Phonograph Records 


The albums and paper envelopes 
in which records come into your 
home not only protect against 
scratching. They actually prolong 
the life of the records. When stored 
upright 4n their covers, discs are 
also easier to select. When they 
are stacked flat, all their weight is 
pressed on the grooves and it is 
almost impossible to pull one out of 
a pile without scratching others as 
well. 

One exception is the 45-r.p.m. 
record, .which is thickest in its 
label area. When these records are 
stacked, only the label areas are in 
contnet, and the danger of scratch- 
ing is léssened. But, of-course, they 
are still exposed to dust. “ 

It may seem fussy, but the ex- 
perts insist that no record should be 
played without dusting it first. 
You have only to look at the needle 
which has run through an undusted 
record to see why they are so in- 
sistent. The point of your needle 
cannot bring out’a true tone if it 
is muffled by dust. As fingermarks 
also harm the grooves, try to handle 
records as little as possible. 

Warping is another thing which 


They are really like musical instru- 
ments, and should be treated just as 
carefully. Therefore they should 
be kept away from heat and damp- 
ness which induce warping. The 
new plastic records are even more 
sensitive to warping than the “old- 
fashioned”. kind. 

Records should never be loaded 
on your record-changer unless you 
plan to play them, and they should 
not be left on the. changer when 
your home concert is over. Not 
énly does the heat from the tubes 
in the machine induce warping, bat 
the weight of a stack of records 
will weaken the delicate springs of 
the turntable, which are adjusted 
to maintain the truest tone.

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“Outlaw” Doctor 
With Magic Hands 


The will of an astonishing man 
whose curative work involved years 
of controversy with the British 
Medical Association was recently 
announced. He left £52,000—yet 
the fee for his first operation was 
olpalf a crown! Even when famous 
he asked no payment for much of 
his work. Without medical or sur- 
gical degree or diploma, without 


truments of any kind 
—with just two lean and powerful 
hands —— he cured cases that had 
been abandoned as hopeless by the 
medical profession, ~ 

Just sixty years ago an ¢arnest- 
looking young man took a small 
room in a Manchester by-street 
and put up on his door: Herbert 
Barker, Bonesetter. Then he sat 
and waited for patients. 

He had just completed training 
under his uncle, John Atkinson, the 
famous bonesetter of Park Lane, 
and was launching out for. himself. 

This is how he once told me the 
story~-for I knew Sr Herbert Bar- 
ker well for thirty years. 

“After a week I began to-think 
I had better go back to London 
~no patients, and money none too 
plentiful. Then into my little office, 
with its cheap furniture, came a 
limping man. — 

First: The Footballer 

“ ‘I've putymy knee out at footer,’ 
he’ explained. “The doctors say 
I'll never play-again. Can you do 
anything?’ 

“I'l try,’ I told him. His was 
that trouble common to footballers 
displacement of the semi-lunar car- 
tilage. 

“Well, that footballer left a 
quarter of an hour later walking 
quite normally.” 

How much did Barker get for 
that cure?” 

It hAppened the footballer was 
hard up. He received halfa crown. 

Half a crown as direct payment, 
but something else, too. A well- 
known footballer restored. to’ the 
field to tell all and sundry how 
and why he was ablé to play again. 

“Within a month,” Barker told 
me, “my little consulting room was 
full.” 

But life plays funny tricks. Bar- 
ker built up a big Manchester prac- 
tice. Then he thought he would like 
to try London, but in the capital 
his luck deserted him. There was 
once more, the empty waiting 
room, but no magical cure to start 
the long procession of hopeful pa- 
tients towards his door. 

Se once more back to the prov- 
inces—this. time to Glasgow. In 
Glasgow the Manchester experi- 
ence was repeated and Barker soon 
had a large practice. London still 
called, so after some years, back 
he came. His uncle had died. There 
was the Park Lane practice, a 
family affair. Barker took it. over. 

“In those days,” he once told me, 
“Tl was terribly handicapped in two 
ways. First, the medical profession 
opposed the methods I employed as 
dangerous and unorthodox. Second- 
ly, I could not do many operations 
without anaesthetics because of the 
pain of the often violent manipula- 
tions necessary to break down ad- 
hesions.” 

Struck Off Register 

One day there came to Barker's 
Park Lane house a little doctor. He 
said, “May I see you at work?” 

Barker readily agreed, for though 
the doctors were, in general, 
against him, he bore them no hard 
feelings. 

When he had watched for a day, 
Dr. Axham said: 

“You have convinced me. I'll 
come and administer anaesthetics 
for you.” 

“You know what that means to 
you?” Barker queried. 

“Yes,” replied the doctor, “I 
shall be professionally disgraced — 
struck off the Medical Register!” 
This fate quickly followed and 
for the remainder of his profession- 
al life, Dr. Axham, for giving an 
unqualified man assistance as anaes- 
thetist, remained in professional 
disgrace, with no right to practise.

During the first 
World War he -treated hundreds 
of soldiers suffering from bone in- 
juries, until he was officially pre- 
vented from curing more. 


Never Passed Exam 


What, then, is the explanation of 
this man whose fame spread 
throughout the world as the man 
with the magic hands? 

The answer is just there — in 
those hands. 

Barker had a good working 
knowledge of anatomy, but had he 
sat for a medical exam. he would 


What he had was an uncanny sense 
of touch. This was quite abnormal 
and peculiar to him. “He seemed 
to be able to feel into the bone 
structure,” one surgeon told me. 
And. that surgeon had watched him 
at work on that historical occasion 
when, at the invitation of the Bri- 
tish Orthopaedic Association, a 
body of leading bone surgeons, 
Barker operated on eighteen cases 
selected for their obstinacy in St. 
Thomas’s Hospital. He wrought 
cures in several @ases, gave relief 
in a number of others, scored sev- 
eral failures. 

But the orthodox orthopaedic 
surgeons were astonished. They 
saw a man who used direct me- 
thods that startled them. He moved 
stiff joints in a way that almost 
frightened them; he drove and 
wove into adhesions and — broke 
them down with a wizardry that 
no textbook could impart.

Here in Canada we take the view 
that gambling—and especially horse 
‘race gambling—can be wiped out 
by a few denunciations from pulpits 
and political platforms, an occa- 
sional pinch or so of somebody 
merely fronting for the big money, 
and. then forgetting about the 
whole thing for another year or so. 
Over in the States they are looking 
at the thing more realistically and 
starting to hit the gamblers the only 
place where it will hurt—in the bank 
roll, Any attempt to do something 
of the kind over here would be 
met with a volume of ‘condoning 
vice’—“licensing sin” and the like, 
Still, the following from The New 
York Times may furnish food for 
thought to those who believe that 
there always has been gambling-— 
always will be gambling—and that 
the best way to keep it within rea- 
sonable bounds is to recognize the 
fact. . ” * 


One provision of the new tax law 
which went into effect last Thurs- 
day was a brand-new tax, on book- 
makers, Under the law bookies must 
buy a $50 tax stamp every year 
for display on their premises and 
pay a 10 per cent excise on gross 
receipts. 

The Congressmen who drafted 
the gambling tax provision and 
pushed it through in the last ses- 
sion spoke of it only—at least on 
the record—as a revenue-raising 
measure. Tax experts estimated offi- 
cially that it would bring in $407 
million a year, if paid. 

But the mew tax also provides 
new legal weapons against the 
books. Every state but Nevada has 
laws against bookmaking, but here- 
tofore there has been no Federal 
law against. it, Now, if a bookie 
does not buy his stamp or pay his 
10 per cent tax, he will risk a 
*Federal case—~investigation by Re- 
venue agents, a $5,000 fine and five 
years in Federal prison. The Trea- 
sury Department wants 4,000 more 
agents to enforce the provision. 

* * * 

If a bookie does meet all the 
Federal reuirements, he may end 
up in local trouble. Internal Reve- 
nue offices will record the names 
and addresses of bookies who file 
their returns on a list which will 
be readily available to local police. 
Of course, police all over the coun- 
try already know all about many 
bookies and do nothing about them. 
But the feeling is that listing of 
names and addresses by Federal 
authorities may put heavy public 
pressure on local Governments to 
take action.

“Sandy Cockpit Of 
Ferocious Fighting” 


The Sudan is darkly in the news 
perhaps more ominously than at 
any time since that waste was the 
sandy cockpit of some of the most 
sensationally ferocious fighting of 
the nineteenth century. To the old 
the names of the chief participants 
in the turmoil of the Eighteen 
Eighties and 
must still ring a challenging alarm. 
To their children those names are 
still S@ynamic—with the romantic 
dash and glamour about them of a 


“Chinese” Gordon, that titanic 
zealot, massacred’ at Khartum be- 
cause of one of the imbroglios of 
colonial politics—plus his determin- 
ation to crush an abominable slave 
trade—was ofe. The Mahdi—an- 
other great and fiery zealot, a pri- 
meval chief and holy man-was 
another. Sir Herbert (later. Field 
Marshal) Kitchener, stalwart proto- 
type of British military vigor, was 
a third. As background was the 
mass Of Sudanese dervishes, intre- 
pid, fanatical warriors, whom: Kip- 
ling immortalized by the generic 
name of “Fuzzy-Wuzzy”—"a pore 
benighted ‘eathen, but a first-class 
fighting man!” 

All this would seem merely. re- 
miniscent, something out of a fairly 
dim historical past, were it not for 
still another name — Winston 
Churchill. For Churchill, a member 
of that terrific cast of characters, 
has come down to us intact. He was 
at the battle of Omdurman, Kitch- 
ener’s final triumph over the Sud- 
anese tribesmen. How many battles 
Churchill. has since, been “at” even 
his own biography might hardly 
total, But here he is, alive and 
vigorous, well over fifty years since 
he rode with Kitchener to Khartum. 

There ig no question — 
Churchill as a battler—he has bee 
at it a long time. In those early 
days he must have appeared to his 
contemporaries the pure example of 
the Kipling hero, the officer and 
gentleman, debonair and dauntless. 
His own story (“My Early Life”) 
tells the graphic tale. He first bore 
arms in a Spanish Army against 
the Cubans in 1895. Presently he 
was translated to India. There, 
captain of his regimental polo team, 
he battled to an India-wide champ- 
ionship, one arm (he had wrenched 
it coming ashore at an Indian port) 
strapped to his side. Presently, a 
small border war having burst forth 
at quite a distance from his post, 
he practically took French leave to 
get to it~-and did. 

Among ‘Churchill’s histories is 
that of the reconquest of the Egyp- 
tian Sudan. He called it “The River 
War.” As a report of the colonial 
warfare of those days it is unsur- 
passed, It has other fascinating ele- 
ments. The introduction to a new 
edition in 1933— thirty-five years 
after it was written—for instance, 


‘gives sidelights of current interest. 
“In those distant days,” he writes, , 


“The world was tranquil and our 
country relatively tich and powef- 
ful. The Royal’ Navy was oe 
that equal to the next two or threg 
navies put together. England was 
largely the world’s manufacturer, 
and London was its uncWiilenged 
financial center. * * * 

“In spite, however, of the wishes 
of many of the statesmen of both 
partics, England was 
drawn into Egypt. After * * * 1881 
* * * we became to all intents and 
purposes the paramount power. The 
marvelous work of creating good 


. government and prosperity for the 


Eighteen Ninctice

Nile. 
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Egyptians * * * was soon in full 
progress. * * *” 

But Chyrchill, in 1933, had some- 
thing further to say. This is it: 

“The pacification, restoration and 
orderly development of the Sudan 
is a story in itself. It repeated in 
another form far to the southward 
the successes which our administra- 
tors had achieved along the Lower 
The Sudan becanfe an un- 
breakable link betweeh Great 
‘Britain and Egypt. Neither can ever 
relinquish respective rights and in- 
terests there. * * * 

“I have always been in favor of 
preserving both the British relation 
with Egypt and the Egyptian rela- 
tion with the Sudan, I trust both 
British and Egyptian crea egal and 
administrators will work together 
with goodwill and for the common 
advantage for centuries to 
come, * * *” 

And, finally, hoping that his book 
will encourage readers to maintain 
confidence in “the destiny of 
Britain in the Orient,” he writes: 
“They may learn from it how much

than to squander and cast away.”

months. This skim-milk feeding 
plan has been tested at the afore- 
said college, and the calves used 
in the experiment grew just as well 
on a dict. relying on reconstituted 
dried skim as others did when fed 
whole milk. 


= = = 
Tests showed that whole milk 
is not needed after_the calf has 


had colostrum in the first three or 
four days. Reconstituted skim milk 
made by adding water to dried skim 
can then replace whole milk, at 
about half the cost. Surplus skim 
milk could. be used. 

* » * 

Reconstituted skim milk should 
he mixed at the rate of 1 part to 
9 parts water initially and gradu- 
ally increased during the first week. 
In the second week the ration 
should reach 1 part skim to 6 or 
7 of water and fed at the rate of 
10 pounds per hundred of body 
weight. At 60 days of age all milk 
can be taken out of the ration.

This feeding plan is for the dairy- 
man Who, watches calves closely. 
Scouring may be more frequent 
owing to the higher level of lac- 
tose in the ration. However, this 
nutritional-type scouring did yot 
affect weight gains in the tests. If 


scours appear, the amount of skim’ 


milk can be reduced, or it. may. be 
desirable to feed whole milk for a 
week or 10 days and then gradu- 
ally replace it with the dried skim.

Skim was fed in more concen- 
trated form in the tests. At the 
rate of-1 part of skim to 4 of 
water it has as much energy as 
whole milk.

All From Seaweed 


‘ 

The urgent need for new sources 
of food to feed an ever-increasing 
world population has encouraged 
scientists to explore the ocean 
forests, where monstrous species of 
seaweed ‘prow to a height of 200 
feet above the ocean bed. 

Around<the rugged shores of the 
Falkland Islands, Tristan da Cunha, 
Gough Island, and hundreds of 
other islets rising from great depths, 
are vast potentials sources of food 
and industrial raw material. The 
fleshy stems -of these marine 
growths rise sheer from the bottom 
for hundreds of feet, breaking the 
fury of the waves far more effec- 
tively than could a massive break- 
water. 

The smoothness- of the water 
which results would be a. great 
advantage, according to the scient- 
ists who plan to harvest the huge 
marine growths. Mechanical sea- 
weed harvesters already exist, but 
can only be operated in~ fairly 
shallow water, where the sea is 
calm. They are being ised in 
Southern California, It is now 
planned to try them on the 
seaweed forests surrounding many. 
islands in the Pacific Ocean. 

There is a great future for sea- 
weed. It is already the raw material 
for an astonishing variety of things 
ranging from clothes, food, medi- 
cine, building materials, chemicals 
and rubber substitutes, to fireproof 
fabrics. Plastic for raincoats are 
being made from it, as well as 
bandages and imitation wool, 


Round the coasts of Britain 
thousands of miles -have already 
been surveyed and checked for 


potential harvesting. The Scottish 
Seaweed Research Association has 
been adidedjn this task by the R. 
A.F., whosk/aerial photogranhs re- 
yeal the best_areas for harvesting. 

Séotland’s coasts are rich in sea- 


weed and from” her under-water 
harvest comes seaweed meal for 
cattle. This has been imnorted at 


$350 a ton from Scandinavia, Mexico 
and Erie. but it will be manufactur- 
ed for $85 a ton at a factory to be 
opened near Nairn on the Moray 
Firth. 


It is thought that in a few years. 


Scotland's seaweed harvest will be 
worth $50,000,000 a year. Crofters 
are now receiving from $4.00 to 
$6.00 a ton for dried weed, and a 
recent test at Oban revealed that 
three men in a small boat can 
harvest a ton and a half per hour, 


Hard-working Bees 


As many as 37,000 loads of nec- 
tar go into making a pound of 
honey. Even where flowers abound, 
this requires a combined flying dis- 
tance of more than twice around 
the Equator. In desert regions, bees 
have been known to travel 300,000 
miles, on wings that beat 11,400 
times a minute, in gathering the 
nectar for a single pound of honey. 

Foraging bees from one hive may 
visit 250,000 flowers.in a single 
day. No -wonder that, at the 
height of the nectar season, honey- 
bees wear themselves out and die 
in six weeks. | “

The children of Israel, having 
safely crossed the Red Sea finally 
arrived at Mt. Sinai.

Q. How can I cure feathers? 

A. Dissolve equal pounds of 
quick lime to the same number of 
gallons of water. Let it settle well 
and pour off the liquid.

In Jerusalem 


Ca 


Jerusalem probably attracts more 
cranks to the square mile than any 
Other city in the world. Mrs. Ber- 
tha Spafford Vester, daughter of 
Horatio Spafford, founder of its 
American colony, has known many 
@ering her sixty-five years there. 
. On the Mamilla Road is a huge, 
mysterious byilding, still unfinish- 
ed after ek a seventy-five years 
known as the “Home/of the Hun- 
dred and Forty-four Thousand.” It 
was built by a rich Dutch countess 
who came to Jerusalem inthe late 
70s to house all the ransomed 
souls mentioned in Revelation vii. 4! 


The venture was interrupted by 
+the Serbian War when she return- 
ed to Holland to €quip and com- 
mand a company of soldiers to help 
fight the Infidel Turk and drive 
him from the Holy Land; but as 
this took most of her money she 
was unable “to complete it. 
it stands ruined, a monument to 
& strange dream. 

A naturalized Americam-and con- 
verted Jew who called himself Eli- 
jah came to Jerusalem because he 
firmly believed he was the pro- 
phet “who must come first and pre- 
pare the way of the Lord.” One 
morning he climbed to the top of 
the Mount of Olives, having fasted 
three days, and expected the hill 
to’ “cleave in two” before him. 

When nothing happened his dis- 
appointment was terrific. Mrs. 
Vester’s mother, seeing how weak 
he was, persuaded him to take a 
little mik, thus breaking his fast. 
Regarding her as the evil spirit 
which had tempted him, he return- 
ed shouting, gesticulating, and con- 
demning her and everyone in the 
colony. He left in a fury, taking 
his bélongings, wife and little boy 
to a small, squalid room in a Jaffa 
Road tenement, 

Elijah’s Queer Ways. 

Every day the Spaffords took 
a basket of provisions for the starv- 
ing wife and child. One day Elijah, 
who was usually absent, rushed into 
the Spafford’s home, appeared on 
the balcony holding a large stone, 
and threatened to kill Mr. Spafford 
with it. When a Mr. Drake threw 
himself in front as a shield Elijah 
screamed, “I'll kill that Jew, any- 
way,” and hurled it at Mrs. Ves- 
per’s foster-brother Jacob, who had 
stepped beside her mother to pro- 
tect her. Up the stairs went Spaf- 
ford and Drake, and soon had him 
pinioned. He smelt strongly of 
liquor, was shaking violently and 
struggling to reach his penknife, 
evidently to cut his thfoat. 

Another eccentric. was queer lit- 
tle Miss Poole who lived in a 
tenement room near. the Russian 
compound and had accumulated 
so many objects’ that she could 
hardly move about in it. Nothing 
was ever thrown away. When Gen- 
eral Gordon called on her she 
treasured his used matches in a 
box in order to show ,them to 
visitors, 

She still wore hoop skirts and 
lace caps, was an astronomer and 
astrologer, and read horoscopes. 
She would turn up at the colony 
with the condescension of a queen, 
announce she must go s00n, and 
stay for several days. One night 
a meteor dropped from the sky like 
a bomb and wedged agains, her 
door, imprisoning her. It took sev- 
eral porters to push it aside and 
free her!

As the Spaffords were finishing 
family prayers one morning there 
was a bang at the front door and 
ten Germans entered, including 
three witch-like old women, headed 
by a stocky, dark man who ex- 
plained that he had been led by 
the Spirit from Germany to Jeru- 
‘salem, and to this house, to take 
possession.

An uncouth German-American 
from Texas, with small, piercing 
dark eyes, black hair, and beard, 
who called himself “Titus,” asked 
for board and lodging at the colony 
and was taken as guest paying in 
advance. He was in Jerusalem, he 
said, in answer to a special call 
from God, having interpreted a 
remarkable dream in ‘Texas to mean 
that he was destined to become a 
conqueror and ruler of men. 
Soon, he began behaving strange- 
ly. He was away for long periods, 
returned smelling of. liquor, made 
unseemly advances first to the Spaf- 
fords’ maids then to the astonished 
ladies of the colony. 
Finally he had to be relegated 
to an annex and forbidden | to 
come near the main building. But 
he drank heavily, looked crazier 
than ever, spent his time writing 
reams of interpretations of his 
dreams, did a great deal of shout- 
ing and muttering, and when the 
Spaffords passed his window would 
shake his great fist in a terrifying 
Way. 

How to Dress! 

Another prize exhibit was a 
strange English lady who did what 
she thou®ht missionary work by 
showing the natives how to dress, 
using such economy in her ma- 
terials that her own skirts were 
so natrow she could hardly walk. 
She was so fanatically modest that 
she draped the legs of her chairs 
and tables so that they should not 
be bare! 

Mrs. Vester gives a vivid account 
of life in the Holy City and the 
child welfare, teaching and nursing 
work of the colony in “Our Jeru- 
salem.” A unique expérience, ad- 
mirably recorded, with a wealth of 
unusual anecdotes.

When Jack Johnson 


_ Beat Tommy Burns 


Johnson, apart’ from being six 
inches taller than Burns, had de- 
veloped into the greatest defensive 
fighter of the age. At the same 
time he was a man who fought 
“with his head.” He knew all the 
ins and outs of ringcraft and his 
fists were leather hammers. He 
was, in fact, the complete boxer, 
and was to.prove one of the great- 


est heavyweights ever to duck 
through the ropes of a ring. 
In the saine month: in which 


Burns sailed for Europe, Johnson 
stressed his claim to a title fight 
by knocking out the one-time heavy- 


weight champion,. Bob Fitzsim- 
mons. 
Johnson reckoned his chances 


highly against Burns and when ‘the 
latter set off for Europe, ignoring 
him, the negro’s wrath began. to 
show itself. The vendetta began. It 
did not end for nearly eighteen 
months. 

Johnson followed Burns to Eur- 
ope, issuing his challenges; wher- 
ever Burns went, the “Black Sha- 
dow” never seemed far behind. But 
every time his claims for a contest 
were ignored. 

Burns made little secret of the 
fact that he was only using the 
boxing game to make himself a 
pile of money. If he met Johnson 
lost. his financial 
dreams )would be shattered. Soon, 
however, the Press began stressing 
Johnson's claims. It was obviously 
time to leave Europe and Burns 
set sail for Australia. On the next 
available boat went Johnson. 

In the early winter of 1908 mat- 
reached boiling-point and_ it 
was obvious the challenve of the 
Texan negro could be staved off 
no longer. Burns had beaten all 
the opposition worthy of him and 
promoters weren't interested ‘in re- 
turn contests. There was only one 
fight the world wanted to see. 

At last it was fixed for Boxing, 
Day, 1908, at Sydney . Stadium. 
Burns demanded, and got, a $30,000 
purse, win, draw or lose, and 20,000 
Australians bought their tickets for 
what everyone knew cotld be noth- 
ing but the bitterest of struggles. 
It would be the final pay-off—for 
one of them. But which—the white 
Canadian or the negro from Texas? 

In the ring they made an inter- 
esting comparison, the tall, muscu- 
lar negro and the relatively short, 
stockily-built white man. 

Strangely enough although John- 
son wads. so much taller than the 
champion they both had a 44-inch 
reach and Burns’ chest measure- 
ment was 44 ins. as against John- 
4214 ins. In weight it was 
Burns’ 168 Ibs. \wersus the negro’s

Most cooks who make gravies 
know the trick of shaking together 
the flour and water for thickening: 
but do you know that for making 
cream sauces in extra-last time, 
the same general idea will serve, 
with milk, of course, taking the 
place of water? Heére’s how you 
do it.

For one cup of medium cream 
sauce, shake together vigorously 34 
cup of milk, 2 level tablespoons of 
flour, %4 teaspoon of salt and a 
pinch of white pepper. Shake the 
mixture until it is foamy. Pour into 
a small saucepan and stir experi- 
mentally to make sure it is smooth 
and free from tiny lumps. Add 4 
cyp of milk and stir briefly. -Have 
ready a small lump of butter, not 
less than 1 tablespoon and prefer- 
ably a little more as it provides 
better flavor.

Put the pan of milk and flour 
on low heat and stir constantly, 
As it “warms, add the butter and 
cook and stir until"the sauce is 
thickened and the butter thorough- 


ly incorporated,

If you do not happen to own a 
swirling shaker—procurable at most 
“five and ten” stores—an. ordinary 
screw-top jar will serve quite well. 
However, the commercial shaker, 
containing’ at least a cup-and-a- 
half, is highly recommended as an 
investment that will pay for itself

These swirling shakers not only 
make smooth, gravies and sauces, 
but help you prepare a quick 
French, dressing in such a_ short 
time that you'll be enjoyably sur- 
prised.

2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine 

% cup sugar 
1 egg, beaten 

1% cup molasses 
1% cups sifted flour 

3% teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon soda 

14 cup orange or pineapple 

juice 

Cream the butter and sugar to- 
gether until light and fluffy. Add 
the beaten egg, then molasses, 
blending well. Sift the flour, salt, 
and soda together. Add alternately 
with the fruit juice to the creamed 
mixture. Stir until smooth. This 
batter is very thin. Pour into greas- 
ed deep, individual molds or cus- 
tard cups, filling them % full. Covy- 
er with waxed paper and tie with 
a string, or seal mold with alumin- 
um foil. Steam on a rack for 45 


minutes to 1 hour, or until firm, 
Unmold at once and serve warm 
with Foamy Sauce.

tg Try Wrestling 
ith A Bull 


When the British and Empire 
heavy - weight boxing champion 
Jack Gardner came face to face 
with a three-year-old bull recently, 
Gardner. admitted that it was “a 
terrifying experience, and I thought 
I had had it.” 

Jack was out for his early morn- 
ing jog-trot. The bull had escaped 
from « neatby farm, and with a 
chain dangling from the ring in 
its nose it chased the champion 
200 yards along the road. 

The chase ended in a field with 
boxer and bull running round a 
hayrick, They went round four 
times before Jack was able to 
plunge through a hedge to safety. 

An infuriated bull is capable of 
making even. the. strongest men 
fetl pervous, Without weapons, 4 
man stands next to no chance of 
vanquishing: a fully grown bull in 
a tussle. 

Many a strong man has tried, it, 
but the ball’s neck and shoulder 
muscles have proved . too tough. 
With a single sideways “nod” (of 
his head a bull has been known 
to crush a man’s ribs. 

Spanish bull-fighters have been 
tossed thirty feet ‘into the air as 
a result of the throwing power of 
the bull’s neck muscles. 

This is why a bull is tethered by 
means of a chain attached to a 
stecl ring through his nose. If 
he tries toobreak the chain he hurts 
his nose. 

In the old days Indian mahara- 
jahs used to amuse themselves “by 
pitting the might of the bull against 
other animals and champion wrest- 
lers. 

The bull versus the tiger was a 
favorite match, but the bull invari- 
ably won. . 

Champion wrestlers usually had! 
to be carried ‘out of the arena, 
though the famous Madrassi wrest- 
ler Krisla Dass was the victor 
on several occasions. He would at- 
tack the animal from the rear, 
throwing it by grasping a hind 
leg in each arm. 

“Gently does it” is the motto of 
farmers who often have to lead 
their bulls to market. They acquire 
the technique of giving just the 
fight amount of pull on the nose 
ring to persuade the bull that he 
woutd be more comfortable if he 
stepped forward. 

A too vicious pull, however, can 
really hurt him and transform him 
into. several hundred pounds of 
lumbering destruction,

Killed Himself With 


Pack Of Cards 


No prison has yet been con- 
structed that will hold indefinitely a 


really clever, determined man. Ser- 


vicemen who made such astonishing 
escapes Guring the war proved that. 

Yet, for sheer ingenuity, few e¢s- 
cape attémpts equal the feat of 
William Kogut, an uneducated Po- 
lish lumbBerman, who migrated to 
the States where he was sentenced 


‘to death for killing a woman with 


a pocket knife. : 
As he sat in his cell, ticking 


off the days and listening. to the © 


screams of desperate men as they 
were dragged to the chair, he 
determined to outwit the author- 
ities. But he had no weapons. All 
he had was a pack of cards. 
Someone had told him once that 
playing cards are made of cellu- 
lose, a fibre from which tri-nitro 
cellulose, a high explosive is manu- 
factured. Being an exceptionally 
powerful fellow, Kogut snapped 


off one of the hollow legs of his - 


iron cot. Here was the casing for 
his bomb. 

Carefully he tore the cards into 
minute pieces, sodked them in water 
till they were reduced to a pulp, 
pushed them into the iron tube 
and rammed them home: hard like 
the charge in a muzzle-loading gun. 

Then, taking the handle of the 
broom with which he swept his 
cell, he jammed it into the pipe 
on top of his charge, making it 
airtight. 

These preliminaries took hours 
and it was well past midnight when 
he ‘re-lit the lamp in his cell and 
held his improvisedy bomb over 
the flame. The flame, he reckoned, 
would make the metal red hot and 
the charge inside would explode. 

Kogut fully expected the wall of 
his cell to cave in, but he had 
no idea that the bomb he ‘had made 
was so powerful. Whén it went off 
his and eight adjacent cells were 
wrecked. The prison rocked. The 
countryside for miles was alarmed, 
For a time there was pendemonium. 
Whistles shrilled, bullets whizzed, 
and warning sirens and horns shat- 
tered the night with their raucous 
echorus. But when quiet was restor- 
ed and guards rushed to the scene 
with lanterns, they found the shat- 
tered, almost headless corpse of 
No. 1651—William Kogut.

Hold your tongue—anddou're 
clutching one of the mystemies of 
science. Physiologists still don’t un- 
derstand why substances should 
taste the way they do, why sugar 
is sweet or aloes bitter, One day 
when the chemistry of flavors is 
better known, children will be able 
to collect a whole chain of delight- 
ful new sensations merely by lick- 
ing a taste-card. 

Towards the tip of your tongue 
packed into a third of an inch, 
are some ten thousand little/ taste 
bulbs and chances are that each 
one flashes only one type_of/ sensa- 
tion to the brain. Every flavor, 
from subtlest strawberry to arid 
dust, evokes a permutation of stk- 
nals from the taste bulbs. Four 
main signal flash¢s—sweet, bitter, 
acid and saline—control your re- 
sponse, euigeee 


Bitter and Sweet 

Scientists have always imagined 
that evervone has similar taste- 
powers. Now they've discovered 
that. some folks can be short-tasted 
as well as short-sighted. A new 
chemical called-thiourea tastes bit- 
ter to six out of ten people, but 
proves tasteless to the minority of 
four. Dr. Julian Huxley and other 
experts tested it on twenty-seven 
chimpanzees, Their proportion _of 
taste failures was the same. 

Children can taste with the in- 
sides of their cheeks, suggesting 
the presence of taste-bulbs that 
later fall into disuse. This, too, 
may explain why the desire for 
éweets is replaced hy a preference 
for such strong flavors as pepper- 
mints or curry as we grow older.

Blondin Costus 
Niagara Falls 


| emmmed 


Who now, unless it be those 
ageing inhabitants who were boys 
and girls in 1859, recalls the ex- 
ploits of the mighty Blondin, Mon- 
arch of the Cable? 

It is Niagara with which his 
name is most in.imately associated, 
and it is probably true that on 
the day of Blondin’s most notori- 
ous feat all roads led to the giant 
cataract. 

This, according to one fo the 
historians of the event, was the way 
the rope was hung: First, a smaller 
cable was conveyed across the river, 
a thicker one attached, and to this 
again was attached the cable pro- 
per—a three-inch rope of fine and 
tested hemp. This was in two sec- 
tions of a thousand feet each, 
united by a long splice. On the 
summit of the Canadian cliff it 
was twined about three axletrees 
placed one behind another in holes 
drilled for them in the solid rock. 
It was made as taut as possible 
by a windlass worked by horses 
on the American shore, some two 
thousand feet distant. The rope 
hung high at either end, however, 
and was sagged about fifty feet 
in the center by its own weight. 

To reduce the swaying of the 
slender bridge, it was necessary to 
put on guy lines. 

He was no novice. He had walk- 
ed many ropes before, in perilous 
places and at perilous heights. It 
was no artificial courage that Blon- 
din possessed, born of mere skill 
and vanity. The son of one of Na- 
poleon’s own heroes, he had in- 
herited nfany of his father’s quali- 
ties. On the yoyage to America he 
had sprung overboard to rescue a 
drowning man. As performers go, 
he is said to have been rather mo- 
dest .than otherwise. In spite of 
his reckless daring, he is known to 
have been not a little cautious 
where caution seemed to be re- 
quired. 

Blondin was inspecting some of 
the guys. Now he was talking with 
those about him. He was making 
ready to step off. He was picking 
up his balance pole—a fifty-pound 
burden—and placing his foot upon 
the rope. And now he was launched 
in space and had begun his journey 
toward the British province of 
Upper Canada: a breathless mo- 
ment. ' 

Without hesitation, the perform- 
er proceeded briskly, almost casu- 
ally, to the center of the cable. 
There he seated himself with 
great composure and glanced com- 
placently about him at the throng- 
ing shores. He did not look down, 
it was reported; that was some- 
thing he had trairied himself never 
to do, After a few seconds he rose 
upright, strolled forward again for 
some feet, and again stopped. This 
time he stretched himself at full 
length upon the rope, lying upon 
his back, his balance pole horizon- 
tally across his chest. Another mo- 
ment of suspense; then a feat of 
appalling rashness. 
back somersault upon the rope, 
came upright upon his feet, and 


‘walking rapidly to his landing stage, 


arrived as coolly ‘as if he had no 
more than alighted from a bus. 

The entire journey, with its stop- 
overs, had occupied about five
